1 . An amendment was received from the applicant on July 17, 2006. 

2. Claims 9, 37, 43 and 47 have been canceled. 

3. Claims 1-8, 10-36, 38-42, 44-46 and 48 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The storage 
bin as claimed is not shown or suggested in the prior art because of the use of a 
storage bin that is comprised of a container having one or more apertures, and a label 
holder that is configured to rotatably and detachably couple with said container, where 
said label holder has one or more protrusions that are configured to engage with said 
one or more apertures, and where said label holder is configured to hold a label while 
rotating. 

5. The prior art as disclosed by Mallan (GB 22421 80A) shows the use of a storage 
bin that is comprised of a container with a label securing structure having one or more 
apertures, and a label holder that is configured to rotatably and detachably couple with 
said container, where said label holder as one or more protrusions that engage with 
said one or more apertures. However, Mallan does not disclose a label holder that is 
capable of holding a label while rotating, since said label holder is in the form of a spring 
clip that once coupled and rotated into position with said label securing structure holds a 
label against an outer surface of said container. Morita (US 5,135,1 10) discloses a 
label holder with a pair of protrusions that are configured to engage with a pair of 
apertures of a tape holding portion of a cassette case in order to rotatably and 
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detachably secure said label holder to said case, where said label holder is configured 
to hold a label while rotating. However, Morita does not disclose a storage bin 
container, only a cassette case. Bazany et al. (US 6,959,507) discloses a storage bin 
container with a label holder that detachably couples with said container by means of a 
snap-lock that secures said label holder in an opening in said container. However, 
Bazany et al. does not disclose a label holder that rotatably couples with a storage bin 
container by means of protrusions that cooperate with apertures in said container. 
Therefore, none of the prior art cited shows or suggests the use of a storage bin that is 
comprised of a container having one or more apertures, and a label holder that is 
configured to rotatably and detachably couple with said container, where said label 
holder has one or more protrusions that are configured to engage with said one or more 
apertures, and where said label holder is configured to hold a label while rotating.
